In a recent survey the Nation- 
tlonul City Bank of New York 
shows that 58 toge retail cor- 
porations in the first half of this 
year had a sales volume only 
four per cent under the compara- 
ble period of 1948. But their net 
Income was down 31 per cent 
The 27 department and special- 
ty stores in the list reported 
sales only three per cent under 
a year ago, but their profits 
were oft 35 per cent. 
; 


The latest report of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board gives depart- 
ment store sales at two per cenl 
under last year for the week 
ended Nov. 5. 
That's about the most cheer- 
ing news these retailers have had 
all this year. From Jan. 1 to 
date, 
department 
store 
sales 
slumped an average of six pei 
cent under 1948, 
It's true that the comparisons 


of this year's volume has been 
made against the banner year of 
19-18, the tall-end of the post- 
war boom, And It is also true 
that the present good showing 
is. partially accounted for by a 
temporary but sharp drop in the 
volume of business at this time 
last year. Last ye«r's bad busi- 
ness makes this year's good busi- 
ness look still better. 
But the recovery was made 
despite the length)' and costly 
coal and steel strikes. Just be- 
fore the coftl strike started Sept, 
19, sales were seven per cent 
under last year. They got stead- 
ily worse after the steel .workers 
walked out. At their low point, 
department 
store sales were 
down a thumping 12 to 14 per 
cent under last year. 


What about the rest of. this 
year? The head of one of the 
largest department store groups 
in the country—Fred Lazarus, 
Jr., president of Federated Stores 
Inc.~Ruosses that ttollttr volume 
will be "somewhat lower than » 
year ago." 


That probably means only a few 
percentage points lower. An ex- 
act figure is Impossible to give, 
even «t this late date, because of 
the uncertainty of further strikes 
and shut-downs.

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MALENKOV CLIMBS IN POLITBUR0 
In Russia, where you stand in official pic- 


tures is very important It isn't because 
you'll show up better, but because it tells 
how you rate, with Joseph Stalin, 


If your face disappears from the Politburo 


lineup, no one assumes you just couldn't 
make it that day. The general feeling is 
you've been bounced, demoted, sent to 
Siberia or shot. 


There was understandable concern, there- 


fore, when it was reported recently that a 
Politburo member named Lazar M. Kagario- 
vitch seemed to be missing from a Moscow 
display of Politburo portraits. Fortunately 
for Kaganovltch, the report proved errone- 
ous, thus saving him from quick interment 
at the hands of American foreign affairs 
experts. 


On the other hand, another Politburo 


member gave evidence that there was no 
mistake in the recent picture showing him at 
Stalin's left elbow. According. to Russia's 
photographic protocol, this makes the gen- 
tleman— Gcorgl M. Malenkov —the No. 3 
man in the Soviet Union. 


Malenkov spoke out the other day in tones 


of authority that seem to go with.his in- 
creased stature. And because he occupies 
that No, 3 place at the Stalin elbow, we la 
the United States have to pay attention to 
what he said. 


He declared that any ..new world war 


"will bo the grave, not -"only for individual 
capitalist states, but for the whole of world 
capitalism." Malenkov naturally .is thinking 
largely of this country when he talks about 
capitalism. 


America has a plan, he said, to create a 


world empire, to rmiko- the rest of the1 globe a 
U. S. colony. This nation is being driven to 
seek this goal by fronted "warmongers" 
who see us tottering on the edge of 
depression. 


Now alt that is a familiar Russian refrain. 


It represents wishful thinking of a sort we've 
been getting from Moscow for a long time. 


Americans may find greater interest in 


other Malenkov statements. For example, he 
said that never before had Russia's Iron- 
tiers been "so just and well arranged," If 
there 5s the slightest grain of sincerity in 
that comment, then it doesn't sound as if the 
Soviet Union were preparing to go bursting 
over its neighbors' borders—for the moment 
at least.

Malenkov asserted, as have his country- 


men many times, that Russia doesn't want 
war and is doing all it can to prevent it. "The 
peace policy of the Soviet Union ,1s the very 
basis of tho Soviet system," he said. 


Of course, nations bent -on aggression 


nearly always talk peace right up to the 
moment when they launch their attack. The 
United States government Js wisely skeptical 
of what might turn out-to be just window 
dressing for war preparations. 


On the other hand, this country knows 


it can never overlook the possibility that the 
Russians actually mean what they are saying 
when they shout peace.

In a piano having three pedals, 


''what is the function of Die mid- 
dle .pedal?" is B. question very of- 
ten-asked. Well, itie mechanics of 
tills center pedal differ greatly in 
different pianos. 
In the bettor 


grand piunos it is rather tricky .to 
use, It is mainly tor very advanced 
students or artists to use but the 
proper use gives .lovely effects, 
One strikes a note or several notes 
that you wish to .sustain without 
having other notes sustained. Then 
before.. Jutting these keys come 
back up the center pedal is pressed 
down. Then other notes may be 
played but only the ones that were 
field down before the pedal was 
depressed will be sustained. With 
practice this is dona quiekly with- 
out any pause in ploying. In the 
lower priced grands this pedal has 
the sump action as the right 
"loud" or sustaining pedal but only 
in the bass section. In many spi- 
nets und uprights the action is the 
same — sustaining only the bass 
section, On some uprights and spit 
nets the center pedal is connected 
with the same action as the left or 
"soft" pedal. On still other, up- 
rights and at least one make .of 
spinel the center pedal pulls down 
a strip of .felt between the ham- 
mers and the strings producing a 
very soft or muffled lone.
